Changes in Fish Law. 


The new code classifies the game, food 


and bait fishes of the commonwealth and 
provides that game fish may be taken on- 
ly with rod. hook and line, with not more 
than three hooks to each line during the 
open seasons. Bait fish may be taken at 
any time with hook and Hue. or with min- 
now traps or dip nets not over 3 ft. 
squall-, and food ii&ii may be takon with 
hook and line and outline at any time of 
the year. All other methods of taking 
fish from the public waters arc forbidden. 
The season for game fish is from June lo 
to Deeemder 31, inclusive. The Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries is given power to ap- 
point 30 wardens at salaries of SSO a 
month and to appoint depu::os or special 
fish wardens on request of fish protective 
associations or individual owning or leas- 
ins: wators, who shall servo without com- 
pensation unless detailed in \\riting to 
specific duties, when a per diom allowance 
may be provided. The terms of all such 
deputies expire on May 31 of each year. 
Outlines are permitted from June 30 to 
December 1 for the capture of carp, suck- 
ers, mullet and eels, only, but they must 
be anchored at both ends, sunk to the bot- 
tom, baited with dead bait only, no per- 
son being permitted to use more than 3 
outlines with a total of 100 hooks. All 
outlines must bo baited only between the 
hours of 5 o'clock p. in. and 7 o'clock a. 
m. If the owner is not present during 
their operation, a metallic tag bearing his 
name and address must be attached to 
each line. No outlines are permitted in 
trout streams at anv time.

Changes in Fish Law. 


The new code classifies the game, food 
and Unit fishes of the commonwealth and 
provides that game fish may be taken on­ 
ly with rod, hook and line, with not more 
than three hooks to each line during the 
open seasons. 
Bait fish may bo taken at 
any time with hook and line, or with min­ 
now traps or dip nets not over 3 ft. 
square, and food fish may be taken with 
hook and line and outline at any time of 
the year. 
All other methods of taking 
fish from the public waters are forbidden. 
The season for game fish is from June 15 
to DeccmdcrSl, inclusive. The Commis­ 
sioner of Fisheries is given power to ap­ 
point 30 wardens at salaries of SS0 a 
month and to appoint deputies or special 
fish wardens on request of fish protective 
associations or individual owning or leas­ 
ing waters, who shall serve without com­ 
pensation unless detailed in writing to 
specific duties, when a per diem allowance 
may be provided. The terms of all such 
deputies expire on May 31 of each year. 
Outlines are permitted from June 30 to 
December 1 for the capture of carp, suck­ 
ers, mullet and eels, only, but they must 
be anchored at both ends, sunk to the bot­ 
tom, baited with dead bait only, no per­ 
son being permitted to use more than 3 
outlines with a total of 100 hooks. All 
outlines must be baited only between the 
hours of 5 o’clock p. m. and 7 o’clock a. 
m. 
If the owner is not present during 
their operat ion, a metallic tag bearing his 
name and address must be attached to 
each line. 
No outlines arc permitted in 
trout streams at any time.

D u c h e s s Pudding.— 
Take three-fourths of a 
cupful of bread crumbs, 
half a cupful of cocoa- 
nut, two eggs, half a 
cupful of sultana raisins, 
half a cupful of sugar, a 
cupful of milk, a quarter 
of a ¿easpoonful of salt, to one tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice and two cup­ 
fuls of sweetened whipped 
cream. 
Soak the crumbs in the milk for ten 
minptes, add the cocoanut, sugar, salt, 
lemon juice and raisins; beat well; 
add the yolks slightly beaten, and the 
whites beaten stiffly. 
Turn into a 
well buttered mold and steam tor an 
hour. 
Turn out and decorate with 
whipped cream after the pudding is 
cold. 


Spanish Rice.—Take a 
cupful 
of 
boiled rice, four 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
grated cheese, four tablespoonfuls of 
tomato 
pulp, 
one tablespoonful 
of 
grated onion, two of butter, one small 
teaspoonful of made mustard, the same 
of curry powder, chutney, salt, pepper 
and browned crumbs. 
Melt the but­ 
ter in a saucepan, put in the onion 
and curry, chutney, salt and pepper. 
Cook for a few minutes, add the rice, 
cheese, tomato pulp and 
mix well. 
Season carefully and turn into a bak­ 
ing dish. 
Sprinkle with brown bread 
and butter.

According to His Report* Soldier* 


Are Having an Enjoyable Time, 


but of Course One Need Not 


Believe Him. 


The hardships of warfare in the 


trenches have been so grossly exag- 
gerated that it is time, I think, to 
put forth the real facts of this fea- 
ture of the war. Rocking-chair corre- 
spondents, who spend their time far 
from the scene of action, draw so 
largely upon their imaginations that 
very little, if, in fact, any truth per- 
colates 
through 
to 
the 
ultimate 


reader. 
I had read with interest, 


though with skepticism, their reports 
of the intense suffering of the troops 
compelled to fight in the trenches, so 
while I was with the German army in 
Poland I determined to investigate 
the matter fully. 
Needless to say, I 


found the soldiers enjoying comforts 
in their subterranean shelters that 
rivaled those of the most luxurious 
homes. 


I had the pleasure of visiting the 


German position in Poland as the per- 
sonal friend and guest of General von 
Hindenburg. 
The first thing that 


struck - my notice 
was that 
the 


trenches were about half filled with 
water, in which the soldiers were 
standing up to their waists. So ac- 
customed had they become to it, how- 
ever, that they found it uncomfortable 
tc> stand on dry ground, and when, 
unhappily, as sometimes happened, 
the water drained away, they made 
special provisions for refilling 
thfi 


ditches, drawing their supply from 
near-by streams. 


The water served a double purpose, 


that of keeping them warm and of af- 
fording a hiding place when the Rus- 
sians advanced in too great numbers. 
The soldiers would in such a case 
merely duck completely under the 
water, until the attacking force had 
again retired. 
The Germans also 


found the streams that constantly 
flowed through the trenches of ines- 
timable value in the transport of ra- 
tions and ammunition from one point 
to another, and by the skillful use of 
specially constructed rowboats they 
were enabled to rush re-enforcements 
to threatened spots. 


One difficulty they had coped with 


unsuccessfully was the freezing of the 
water in extremely cold weather. The 
disadvantage of this was that it ren- 
dered the entire army immobile in 
the event of attacks, and General von 
Hindenburg was often at a loss when 
he found troops needed at a particu- 
lar point held fast by the ice in their 
positions, on fixed post, as it were. 
I suggested that if the soldiers were 
ordered all to jump upward at the 
same time they would bring the ice 
with them, and would, moreover, pre- 
sent a united front io the foe. This 
scheme was tried on the next cold 
night with unparalleled success. The 
German lines, linked together by ice 
walls, advanced literally by leaps and 
bounds, and so startled the Russians 
that they fled precipitately. 


Two companies in returning had a 


laughable experience, for inadvertent- 
ly each attempted to enter the trench 
of the other. 
The irregular ice, of 


course, did not fit in either case, and 
the soldiers' efforts to force their way 
into the wrong shelters was so ludi- 
crous that I was fairly convulsed with 
laughter. After the difficulty had been 
pointed out the two commands ex- 
changed places, and without further 
trouble got into their proper shelters. 
—Brooklyn Eagle.

The American Fisheries society fa- 


thers a project that has already re- 
ceived serious consideration in many 
parts of the country, and should, if 
put into practice, help to reduce the 
cost of living. This project is the 
creation of small ponds, an acre or 
two in extent, on every farm large 
enough to contain them. The ponds 
should be six or seven feet in depth 
and furnished with vegetation suited 
to the needs of the fish with which 
they are stocked. 
As no other food

Rocking-chair corre­ 
spondents, who spend their time far 
from the scene of action, draw ao 
largely upon their imaginations that 
very little, if, in fact, any truth per­ 
colates

I had read with interest, 
though with skepticism, their report» 
of the intense suffering of the troops 
compelled to fight in the trenches, ao 
while I was with the German army in 
Poland I determined to investigate 
the matter fully. 
Needless to say, I 
found the soldiers enjoying comforts 
in their subterranean shelters that 
rivaled those of the most luxurious 
homes. 


I had the pleasure of visiting the 
German position in Poland as the per­ 
sonal friend and guest of General von 
Hindenburg. 
The first thing that 
struck 
my 
notice 
was 
that 
the 
trenches were about half filled with 
water, in which the soldiers were 
standing up to their waists. 
So ac­ 
customed had they become to it, how­ 
ever, that they found it uncomfortable 
ta stand on dry ground, and when, 
unhappily, as sometimes happened, 
the water drained away, they made 
special provisions for refilling th« 
ditches, drawing their supply from 
near-by streams. 


The water served a double purpose, 
that of keeping them warm and of af­ 
fording a hiding place when the Rus­ 
sians advanced in too great numbers. 
The soldiers would in such a case 
merely duck completely under the 
water, until the attacking force had 
again 
retired. 
The 
Germans 
also 
found the streams that constantly 
flowed through the trenches of ines­ 
timable value in the transport of ra­ 
tions and ammunition from one point 
to another, and by the skillful use of 
specially constructed rowboats they 
were enabled to rush re-enforcements 
to threatened spots. 


One difficulty they had coped with 
unsuccessfully was the freezing of the 
water in extremely cold weather. The

The team and auto metou the 
narrow drive way, between the guard rails, 
and when they were about to.pass each 
other, the young animal suddenly shied to 
the side and the team with occupants went 
over the guard rail down over the embank- 
ment to the summer road. The men es- 
caped with a few slight bruises, and the 
buggy was but slightly damaged. The 
horse, however, is supposed to have struck 
a post of the guard rail with such force as 
to cut a very large gash, in the lo'wcr part 
of the right breast. The animal was led 
by the driver to the Alt land Hotel stable 
in Abbottstown, and Veterinarian Shue, of 
Hanover, summoned, who sewed up the 
wound, which required a large number of 
stitches to close, and stated that a narrow 
margin of one-fourth of an inch was all 
that missed severing the raidial arterj-, in 
which event the animal's life could not 
have been saved, as she would have 'bled 
to death. The men remained at Abbotts- 
town until Thursday morning when they 
were brought home by Mr. Weaver. The 
horse was walked home in the afternoon, 
and is steadily improving. The report 
that the vehicle was hit by the auto is in- 
correct. 


Accident at Pure Feed Mill.

and 
in Kansas, 28.4. 
Forty-three 


states had a larger percentage of 
membership than had Kansas. 


Since this tabulation was made up. 


two of the four states that had a low 
er rate of church membership than 
had Kansas, namely Oklahoma and 
West Virginia, have joined the ranks 
of the prohibition states. Of the six 
states, therefore, having the lowes1 
rate of church membership in the 
United States, four are 
prohibition

the loss of lives on board the Lusi 
tania. The responsibility rests, how 
ever, with the British

which is starving the population ot 
Germany, and has forced Germany to 
resort to retaliatory measures. 


No Protection For Liners. 


He said a board of trade inquiry 


be held, to determine the circum 


stances attending the loss of the Lu 
sitama, and added: 


'"In the meantime I must make it 


plain that in no cicumstances will il 
ibe possible to make public the nava' 
dispositions for patrolling our coast 
Our resources do not enable us to 
provide destroyer, escorts for mail and 
passenger ships." 


Captain Turner, at the coroner's in 


Bluest at Kinsale, Ireland, said he hac 
carried out the admiralty instructions 


(to "the best of his ability." 


Although there were only 188 pas- 


'sengers from the United States so far 
as is known, 454 of the passenger 
•gave their addresses from that coun- 
try when they obtained reservations, 
Of this number 273 were drowned, in 
eluding eight infants less than a year 
old. One hundred and eighty-one per 
sons who gave American addresses 
.•were saved, including six children. 
! United States Consul Frost, at Cork 
sent the following cablegram to the 
state department in Washington: 


"Please assume that persons nol

German Submarines Lying In Wait 


For Another Liner.

sent out that if German plans do 
not miscarry, the Anchor liner Tran- 
sylvania, which left New York Fri- 
day afternoon with 876 passengers on 
board, -will fall a prey to a subma- 
rine. 


The Transylvania is chartered by 


the Cunard line and is destined for 
Liverpool and Glasgow. A large pro 
portion of her cargo consists of con- 
traband. 


Among the liner's passengers are 


many Americans and a large number 
of Canadian and British • reservists. 
There are also twenty-three Canadian 
nurses aboard, bound for the field hos- 
pitals in the war zone.
